Suggestions on Home Mission Operations. 

‘ Putcavetpmia, Dec. 21, 1839. 

Dear Broraer—I have ofien been requested 
to give my views of the most successful way to 
sustained home missions, or the spread of the gos- 
pel on our continemt. Permit me here to observe 

‘ that in the midst of urgent and important calls 
which are made in behalf of the benevolent en- 
terprises in other countries, it should not be for- 
gotien that we liave millions iu our own country 
who are destitute of the stated preaching of the 
gospel,—millions who speak our own language, 
with no national prejudices to eneoumer, no es. 
tablished customs of idolatry to root out, but na- 
tive Americans, who are boue of our bone, and 
flesh of our flesh; beside a multitude of foreign- 
ers, who are destituie of the word of life,—so 
that the Macedonian cry is heard from more 
than a thousand points from these needy ones, 
**come over and help us”’ Surely, if the desti- 
tution of our own country were realized, as it 
should be, we should soon learn that there is a 
great work for the American Home Mission Soci- 
ety to perform. But how shall the objects of this 
Society, under existing circumstances, be most 
successfully promoted? Ln reply to this ques- 
tion, involving deeply, as it does, the welfare of 
numerous feeble churches, as well as of exten- 
sive portions of our land where churches do 
not exist, the following suggestions are submit- 
ted; 

t. Let all the State con#entians, general associ- 
ations, together with al] othet missionary bodies 
not alreaiy thus related, become autiliaty to the 
American \Baptist Home Mission Society. 

2. Let each Society, as far as practicable, sup- 
ply destitute churches aud necessitous places, 
within their respective limits. 

3. Let all surplus funds be forwarded to the 
treasury of the parent Society in New York, so 
that it can send the gospel into distant parts, where 
local societies can uot reach. 

Inu such cases where there are suitable preach- 
ers in any State or section of country, who might 
be*employed as missionaries, but funds are wan- 
ting for their support, notice of the sums should 
be promptly given to the parent Society, and ap- 
propriations be requested to sustain them. 

4. Let each State organization have constant- 
ly in their employ a domestic missionary agent, 
to raise funds, remove objections, and, so far as 
consistent, to perform the duties of a missiouary 
iu preaching the gospel. 

5. Let the corresponding secretary of the pa- 
rent Society maintain a regular correspondence, 
iiof ouly with the missionariess but with the cor- 
responding secretary of each of the above named 
auxiliaries, Let him receive. from them infor- 
mation of all the destitute places from which ap- 
plication for aid may have been made, or which 
may be known to exist, and which it has not 
been in the power of the several Boards to sup- 
ply ; and especially of any which may seem mosi 
imperiously to demand attention. 








6. Let the missionaries delegated by the pa-| 


reut Society be under the direction of the mis- 
siouary bodies within whose bounds they are lo- 
eated. : 

7. Let the general agent of the parent Society 
visit as many of the anniversaries of the above 
named bodies as possible, and by this means, ani 
by interviews with their respective Boards, let 
him endeavor to produce an active, harmonious, 
aud general co-operation.

I do not say that it is always | 
unwise to risk a loss in an effort to acquire greater 
good than we may now have. There is, I admit, 
in many cesses, a ‘substance to be hoped for” and 
that there may be rational “ evidence of things not 
seen.” But Moses leaves Egypt, and what is the 
substance of his hope?—of what invisible good 
does faith assure him ? 

The Hebrews had been slaves in Egypt for many 
years and had been cruelly oppressed. Among the 
cruelties practised upon them, was the destruction 
of their male children, under a decree of the king. 
Still many were preserved by various artifices de- 
vised and successfully practised through the promp- 
tings of the powerful principle of parental love. 
Among these was the subsequent lawgiver of Israel. 
Moses had been preserved by the ingenuity of his 
mother, and by order of Pharaoh’s daughter, had 
been educated as her son. All the advantages of 
education were, therefore freely bestowed upon 
him. The consequence was, he became “ learned 
in all the wisdom of the Egyptians” and enjoyed all 
the immunities and privileges of a freeborn son of 
Egypt. At that time, Egypt was, in the literary 
and scientific world, what, centuries after, Greece 
and Rome became, the emporium of learning; and 
to the black men of Egypt the scientific world is 
more indebted than to any other people of antiqui- 
ty. There Moses was nurtured and trained. 

To the adopted son of Pharaoh’s daughter learn- 
ing presented all its delights (delicias eruditionum) 
—all its allurements. These allurements are by no 
means powerless. They seize on the aspiring 
young man and, as by enchantment, enchain his 
faculties in their delightful fetters. Learning has 
charms for such a mind, unknown to the stupid and 
unimprovable, who aspire to no higher happiness 
than is found in the shades of ignorance and in rude 
corporeal or animal pleasures. Look in upon the 
varied and rich scenery which Science spreads 
around her votaries. To walk her paths—to view 
the beauties of her landscapes—to collect her treas- 
ures at her richest mines—to listen to her music — 
to taste the viands of her table and to quaff her nec- 
tar—to dwell as at home in her palaces—to enjoy 
her presence—to be the lover and companion of Sci- 
ence, are privileges not to be slighted by the gifted 
and noble mind.

played all her charms—where plenty spread her 
stores about him—where ease and luxury afforded all 
that heart could wish, and, where even regal digni- 
ty itself seemed to await him—let this condition be 
considered by those who know the strong propensi- 
ties of human nature, and they wil! discover mo- 
tives which lift the aspiring genius to deeds of lofty 
enterprise to attain to that condition and secure its 
permanent enjoyment. 

And now contemplate the reverse. If Moses 
should leave the house of Pharaoh and renounce 
his patronage and friendship, he must instantly 
sink to a level with his Hebrew brethren. Then, 
what could be his hopes? Employed in servile la- 
bor under the control of Egyptian task-masters, 
they were powerless. They were ignorant of the 
arts of war, as well as destitute of instruments of 
warfare. Under these circumstances, could the arm 
—the single arm of Moses break off the fetters of 
more than ‘‘ six hundred thousand men, besides the 
children,” and lead them forth to liberty and inde- 
pendence? Without arms and encumbered with 
their wives and. children, they must fall an easy 
prey to the hosts of Fgypt. The power of Pharaoh 
was immense—his foot-soldiers, his chariots and 
horsemen were as the sand of the sea. His sol- 
diers were all trained to arms and were amply 
equipped for every emergency. They were, also, 
inured to war and could cope with the mightiest na- 
tions of the earth. Their conquests had, long be- 
fore, reached into the very heart of Asia. Let it be 
remembered, too, that Greece and Rome were not 
yet born. Such were the forbidding circumstances 
with which Moses was surrounded, if he would at- 
tempt the emancipation of his brethren in bondage, 
and such his inducements to cement his friendship 
with the powerful Pharaoh and his attachment to 
the interests of Egypt. 

I now call for the verdict of reason on the case 
submitted. Could those Hebrews reasonably hope 
to quit the lobors of “ the brickkilns” and the con- 
| dition of abject slaves, and to triumph over their 
oppressors? Surely, the jury need not leave their 
seats to make up a verdict. Moses must be guilty 
of a fanaticism unparallelled in the annals of delu- 
sion, if he should preach, either to the Hebrews or 
their oppressors, that emancipation was possible! 
He should beware, lest, on the first suggestion of 
the scheme in the ears of Pharadh, his own head be 
the forfeiture of his temerity.

So if he should go in his 
own strength or professing to rely on God to ef- 
fect their deliverance, they would despise him and 
regard his project as the offspring of a disordered 
brain. 

The Hebrews can not be free. A child might as 
reasonably hope to stop the planets in their course — 
as well might you hope to absorb the ocean ina 
sponge. And again—why should Moses leave a 
palace, where he may continue to enjoy all the 
pomp and pleasures of a court? He, too, is no 
longer a young man and, as such, sanguine in hope 
and rash in adventure. Fourscore years have cool- 
ed his ardor and ripened his judgment, if they have 
not abated his physical and mental energies. Long 
habit has given him a fixedness of plan, and the 
habits of a palace but ill qualify the man trained in 
them to endure the privations and hardships of such 
a campaign as must, at best, be that of conducting 
Israel out of Egypt; and many unnamed attrac- 
tions bold him back from the unwise attempt—nu- 
merous blandishments weavea charm to detain him 
there and to bind him forever to the interests of 
Pharaoh. Weakened by ease and luxurious indul- 
gence, the arm of the warrior loses its power—it 
falls nerveless, and the heart faints, while the ene- 
my triumphs. Whence could Moses derive the mar- 
tial spirit—the war-nerve, to encounter the hosts of 
veterans of an Egyptian army? The wilderness, 
which affords the only asylum for the fugitives, is 
itself full ofall that is dismaying—for there, instead 
of good friends, they must encounter savage foes and 
famine. Instead of a friendly reception at a foreign 
court, or of a triumphant entry into a foreigo land, 
reason anticipates only fatigue and want, pain and 
utter destruction. 

Let the wisdom of many modern professors of re- 
ligion be called upon to decide on the project of a 
departure from Egypt, whether it regards the inter- 
est arid duty of Moses or the good vf the Hebrews 
in slavery, and the pencil uf that wisdom would 
paint the most gloomy picture, showing the desert 
whitened with the bones of the adventurers and 
the powers of Egypt triumphing over them. The 
advice of this wisdom is— Hebrews, you are in 
bondage, and reason and prudence and every mo- 
tive of duty and benevolence, forbid your removal 
—endure in silence—slavery is an evil, we know, 
but of two evils, choose the least. 

Then, there must be grades in sociely—some must 
be rich and others must be poor—some must gov- 
ern and others mustbe governed. Pharoah ought 
to treat you kindly, and it is for his interest to do 
so—we can not believe that any man will injure 
his own property by cruel treatment—and, if you 
must be free, ask the Egyptians to colonize you, 
where the court may order—they are as much con- 
vinced as we are, of the evils of slavery, and would 
be glad to get rid of their slaves, if they only knew 
of a plan which would both save you from the 
evils you endure and them from the loss which they 
must sustain by emancipating you. Ask them to 
form a benevolent society for this purpose, by which 
they may drain off the surplus of slaves beyond the 
amountof profitable service, &c. &c. Moses is de- 
luded, if he thinks of your immediate emancipation. 
It isthe consummation of madness to leave even the 
servitude of Egypt, much more, the place of Pha- 
roah for a distant land, promised, indeed, to Abra- 
ham and his posterity and no doubt, at some future 
day, to be possessd by your children—but ihe time 
was not yet come. We are much more your 
friends than any who would advise your immediate 
emancipation. Such would be the advice of those 
professed believers in God, who are at this moment 
resisting the efforts of Abolitionists to break the fet- 
ters of American slaves. 

For the present, the writer leaves the argument 
in the hands of the opposer, with the intention, 
however, of resuming his pen at another time, to 
show, if possible, that these advisers are mistaken.
